PRESIDPNT EVOLVED IDEA. 
President Taft is regarded as the 
father of the corporation tax idea as 
represented in this statute. He evolved 
it during the discussion of tariff legis- 
lation and income and inheritance 
taxes in 1908-1909. As a result, Con- 
gress inserted the “Corporation Tax 
Law,” into the Payne-Aldrich tariff 
act passed by Congress last summer. 

It became section 38 of that statute. 
The law subjected to the tax, in a 
general way, every corporation, joint 
stock company, or association, organ- 
ized for profit.and having a capital 
stock represented by shares, and every 
insurance company. The tax was des- 
ignated as “a special excise tax with 
respect to the carrying on or doing 
business,” and it was provided that

Northwestern University 
nounces He Has Found a New i 

Aid to Surgery. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.! 

CHICAGO, May 31.—Dr. Victor D. 
Lespinasse of the Northwestern Ent- 
versity MedicaigSchool, told an alumni 
audience of physicians yesterday that 
he had discovered a surgical secret, 
which may do much to save life and 
modify suffering. In. a braod sense 
he said that it is a successful method 
of reuniting blood vessels and arteries 
and battling arterial diseases. 

To prove his claims were not mere 
theory, the doctor caused several dogs 
to be brought forth for inspection. 
Each was cited as an example of a 
peculiar operation. The livers had 
been removed and reunited in some of 
the dogs. Legs had been cut off and 
re-grafted to others. 

The secret, Dr. Lespinasse explained, 
consisted in his successful reuniting 
of several arteries. Heretofore, Dr. 
Lespinasse says, physicians have been 
forced to resort to sewfhe to obtain 
the desired end. The stitching method 
Was unsuccessful, and, too often, it 
resulted in the formation; of blood 
clota, restriction of the arteries, or 
their enlargement. 

For five years Dr. Lespinasse tried 
to find a substitute for the needle and 
thread. What is claimed to be the 
solution consists of the use of the rings 
of magnesium. The severed vessels 
are joined by these rings or couplers. 
In theory they do not differ from the 
couplers used by the fire department. 
Magnesium is used because it~ readily 
dissolves when the complete union of 
the severed ends of the arteries has 
taken place.

STRANGE FEATURES. 


SEEKS DEATH 
BY GAS ROUTE, 


Man Is Found Unconscious in 
His Room. 

Hotel-keeper Believes Him to 
Be Drunk. 


He Uses Fictitious Name at 
Two Hostelries. 


Almost dead from the gas he had 
been inhaling, and presumably, from a 
dose of poison he had taken with sul- 
cidal intent, A. H. Perkins, a railroad 
man, lay without medical attention in 
a room of the Willoughby Hotel from 
8 o'clock until nearly 11:30 yesterday 
morning, when Mrs. U. W. Murphy, 
the landlady, informed one of his 
friends that the roomer was “dead 
drunk“ upstaigs. The friend, Howard 
Shelmeyer, a Pullman car conductor, 
knowing that Perkins did not drink 
habitually, went up to see him and 
found Perkins apparently dying. He 
lost no time in telephoning to the po- 
lice, and Perkins was ‘hurried to the 
Receiving Hospital. There the man 
lay throughout the afternoon, the sur- 
geons and nurses working hard over 
him. At about 6 o'clock in the even- 
ing, he was sent to the County Hospi- 
tal, still unconscious, and at 1 o'clock 
this morning was still alive, but physi- 
Clans say he cannot recover. 

Perkins, who had been staying at 
friends, but they had not seen each 
other for four years. Monday after- 
noon, Shelmeyer met Perkins, who had 
been instrumental in obtaining his po- 
sition with the Pullinan Company, and, 
when Perkins asked for a good hotel, 
Shelmeyer recommended the Willough- 
by, at the corner of Fifth and Hul 
streets. 

Shelmeyer, who had been staying at 
the Ressiyn, went to the Willoughby 
in the evening and registered as “H. 
R. Thomas and wife,’ although there 
was no woman with him. At the Ross 
lyn, none of the clerks knew anything 
of Perkins, but there was a signature 
“J. H. McCormick” on the register, 
and the detectives who were assigned 
to the case say that this was the sig- 
nature of Perkins. 

Why the man should have been so 
mysterious in his actions at each ho- 
tel had not been fully explained last 
night. 

About 8 o'clock yesterday morning, 
UL. W. Murphy, the landlord of the 
Willoughby, went to Perkins’s room 
and found him lying on the floor be- 
side the bed, breathing stertorously. 
A gas jet was turned full on and the 
room was filled with gas, but Murphy 
concluded that his guest was drunk 
and did not worry. He shut off the 
gas, opened one of the windows, and 
departed. 

Shelmeyer called about 11:30 o'clock. 

“Your friend is dead drunk up- 
stairs,” Mrs. Murphy informed him. 

Shelmeyer hurried upstairs and was 
so busy after he noted the condition 
of His friend that he took no notice 
of conditions about the room. He ac- 
companied Perkins to the Receiving 
Hospital. 

Dete.tives were assigned to the 
case. At the Willoughby, they found 
the keyholes closed with paper pasted 
over them and paper closing all the 
openings in the room, except the door 
that had been opened by Murphy. On 
the table they found a white tablet 
some drug, the nature of which has 
not yet been established. They also 
found a giass in which some of the 
tablets seemed to have been dissolved. 
They concluded that the tablets were 
poison that Perins had taken before 
turning on the gas, but the police sur- 
geon said tliat the presented 
no symptoms other than those of gas 
poisoning.

POLICE COMMISSIONERS MAKE 
AFFICERS ANGRY. 


Detective Is Given Hearing on 
Charge of Intoxication and Promises 
to Drinking When Mayor 


The Police Commission last night 
made a temperance convert of De- 
tective Hugh Dixon, who had been sus- 
pended, charged with intoxication, by 
agreeing to reinstate him if he took 
the pledge and filed it with the Mayor. 
This he agreed to do. 

Members of the detective department 
who testified under oath that they 
never saw Dixon take a drink of liquor 
or saw him incapacitated from drink, 
were flatly charged by Commissioner 
Topham with not telling the truth. His 
rough-house methods aroused the wit- 
nesses, and instead of meekly cringing 
under his criticism, they spoke up fear- 
lessly, protesting against the hostile 
criticism of their testimony given un- 
der oath, and asserted as one man that 
Dixon had been efficient in the perform- 
ance of his duty. 

Dixon was suspended under charges 
of incapacity, conduct not subservient 
of good order and discipline of the 
foree, and intoxication. It seemed to 
be the opportunity the Mayor and his 
cabinet were laying for to clean up the 
police department. It was hoped that 
the witnesses summoned from the de- 
tective bureau would make a strong 
case against Dixon and that his head 
would be chopped off. When they failed 
to Come through with the goods.“ Top- 
ham shouted:

garrison at Dixon did 
Printe Frederick him take a drink or knew him to be 
Wiliam, who tdok his place, was ac-|intoxicated, Topham said: 


“It is time to change the detective 
force and get men who know some- 
‘thing. We are not after Dixon's job, 
‘but we are after him because he 
drinks.” 


WANT HEARSAY EVIDENCE, 

James Chapman was on the stand, 
the man who had detailed Dixon on 
the job which was responsible for all 
the trouble. He did not belleve he 
would be called on to give hearsay evi- 
dence, but was plainiy told that the 
commission wanted it. 

“It is the general supposition that 
Dixon drinks,” he wald. 

“You are trying to get out of it,” 
Commissioner Johnson retorted. 

Topham then declared to Chapman: 
J advise you the next time you come 
on the witness stand, to find out some- 
thing you can tell us.“ 

Even after Capt. Flammer had testi. 
fied that while he was. eatisfied that 
drink, he had never seen 


drinks more or less, yet when they 


come on the witness stand, they are 


not willing to tell the truth, for fear 
we are after their jobs.” 

1 believe that t have told the 
truth,” replied Capt. mer, “as far 
as their knowledge goes. 

“Dixon would have to be pretty 
drunk for any of the men o know he 
was Topham declared 
later to Charles Moffitt.. 

“I protest against this criticism,” ex- 
claimed Moffitt, “I have given my tes- 
timony under oath, fair and square; 
I have told you that I have never seen 
him drunk. I have told you that he 
drinks.”’ 

DOCTOR GIVES TESTIMONY. 

This did not satisfy the commission- 
ers. They wanted statements that they 
had seen Dixon drink and that other 
detectives had been drinking with him. 
And up to this point the only thing 
they could hinge intoxication on was 
the evidence of Dr. T. W. Bishop, of 
the South Pasadena Sanatorium, who 
reported the robbery of a patient at 
the establishment and went to the de- 
tective department to have a man as- 
signed on the case. Dixon was de- 
tailed, and Dr. Bishop went out with 
him to give him the facts of the case. 

“I soon found his mentality was not 
in condition,“ he . “I pretty 
nearly know when a man is subject 
to chronic aicholism. I am in chara 
of such patients all the time. Thie 
detective’s eyes were sunken, his face 
decidedly red; there was a tremulous 
‘condition of the hands, his speech was 
halting and he had a slowness of gait.” 

Hie said that a man in the detective 
department commented, “Dixon ts in 
the condition he has been for 
years. 

This remark was bunted at the wit- 
nesses through the examination, and 
finally it was made clear that what 


quiet, slow of 
gait. vffitt stated that he could be 
relied upon and is and truth- 
ful. He is free from malice and has 
no ax to grind. 

Dixon really won his own case. He 
did not deny that he drank several 
times a day, but he challenged any 
one to say that they had seen him in- 
toxicated and unfit for duty. 

This honest statement pleased yor 
Alexander. He advised him to stop 
drinking altogether, and put it to him 
squarely that if he teok the pledge 
and filed it with him, the commission 
would reinstate him.

It was broadly hinted that a certain 
make of motorcycle seems to be fa- 
vored in the police department. Top- 
ham raised the issue by declaring that 
the choice of the commission for one 
Pierce and one Indian motorcycte had 
been ignored and two Indian machines 
ordered. 

“A man stated to me,” he said, “that 
it did not matter what the Police 
Commission recommended, the Indian 
motorcycle would be furnished.” He 
moved to cance! the order for two me- 
torcycles and thig was done. Commis- 
sioner Wellborn remarked: “There is 
something queer about the whole pro- 
ceeding.” 

The police department was criticised 
for not having a motorman arrested 
who deliberately ran over a hose 
stretched across the track duri 
fire. A case was reported by the 
Commission which called orth 
censure. The offender is said to be 
Thomas Edmonds, car No. 310 of the 
Pacific Electric, who ran over a hose 
May 21, at Fifty-fifth and Long Beach 
avenue. He was not arrested, but the 
case will now be pushed. The Mayor's 
instructions to Chief Galloway were 
to arrest the motorman who destroys 
a hose and notify the company to send 
another motorman out to take the car.

cent rise in water rates. Of all the 
citizenship of Los Angeles San Pe- 
dro’s is the only one to enjoy increased 
utility rates as a biessing of consoli- 
dation. 

If the companies go into the courts 
it is believed they will have no dim 
culty in upsetting the Council's sched- 
ule and thus will be thrown back to 
the old rates or to others the court 
may Ax. 

The telephone ordinance was passed 
shortly before the noon hour. It was 
immediately certified by the clerk and 
taken to the Mayor. Closeted with 
City Attorney Hewitt and his secre- 
tary, the Mayor spent nearly an hour 
before he appended his signature. It 
was immediately hurried to the printer 
for publication this morning in order 
to make it effective July 1. 

This ordinance, passed under the di- 
rection of “Uncle Jerry” Andrews, who 
stood while Lissner sat with bowed 
head, provides what the Council calls 
“an equal and uliiform rate“ for both 
companies.

HAT WAS IT ALL ABOUT? 

The Ballinger investigation is at an end. At 
the beginning the charge was broadly made that the 
Secretary of the Interior was unfit for the Cabinet 
office he holds and had been unfit to exercise his 
duties as Commissioner of the General Land Office 
under the previous administration. 

These charges were made in yellow, muck-raking 
magazines and reiterated by treacherous, falsely- 
called Republicans and their allies, the disloyal Dem- 
ocratic party. The information on which these 
charges were based was traced to employés of the 
government under Mr. Ballinger, or under Gifford 
Pinchot, the head of the Forestry Bureau, a branch 
of the public service under the Agricultura] De- 
partment, another Cabinet portfolio. | 

What ought to have been done at the beginning 
was to promptly discharge every government 
employé thus caught in violation of discipline and 
of loyalty, and challenge them to show in what re- 
spect the Cabinet officer had been derelict. Mr. 
Rallinger was among the very first to demand a 
thorough investigation, and he stipulated that no 
restraint should be put upon it, but that it should 
branch out as broadly as the investigators desired. 

After months of an investigation as wide as per- 
sonal animosity and partisan politics could force 
the case, it stands closed. Not one specific fact or 
semblance of a fact has been brought out to show 
that the Secretary of the Interior, either in the ad- 
ministration of his Cabinet office, or in the General 
Land Office before, had been in any way at fault, 
that in a single instance he had been disposed to 
favor any “interest.” 

The investigation revealed a determined purpose 
on the part of several subordinates in the Depart- 
ment of the Interior and in the Department of 
Agriculture, particularly on the part of government 
employés under the Commissioner of the General 
Land Office, and in the Forestry Bureau, to make a 
case against Mr. Ballinger, by fair means or foul. 
The conspiracy has fallen absolutely flat. 

There has been nothing but a degrading and de- 
moralizing display of partisan politics and a malign 
conspiracy against the Cabinet officer. We have 
seen these tactics carried out by attorneys whose 
methods consisted of the worst pettifogging ever 
displayed in a case of so much importance wherein 
the discovery of the truth should have been the aim 
of all and wherein personal animosity should have 
been unknown. Mr. Brandeis, the hired attorney 
for Louis R. Glavis, who seems to have known from 
the beginning the weakness of his case, was the 
leader by many laps in this display of unfair, un-

There may 
be moral courage in a girl who faints at the sight 
of blood, but physical courage and moral are 
oftener found together than apart. 

Nor must we forget the blessing of a fine phy- 
sique to the possessor of the gift or acquirement 
There have been valetudinarians happy in spite of 
their physical degeneration, but they are rare. 
How much would the happiness be heightened if 
accompanied with good health? 

There was not an army on earth that could with- 
tand the Greek phalanx. Was Demosthenes less 
of an orator, Aristotle less of a philosopher, Soph- 
ocles leas of a poet, Praxiteles less of an artist be- 
cause Epaminondas and Miltiades were great gen- 
erals? Was Xenophon less master of prose com- 
position because the army he led through the moun- 
tains to the sea was so intrepid? 

There may be difficulty in drawing the line where 
physical development is overdone and the mind 
neglected. Looking at the subject in the broad 
way, although a few college men waste their lives 
in becoming professional sports, the great body of 
college men are better men, better citizens, better 
professional men, better buiness men, better hus- 
bands and fathers, happier and more successful 
because of the athletic training they took when 
boys, and of the physical t and health 
they won on the pla nd. 

Old men look back with regret as they think of 
the chances they failed to take to become rich or 
famous. If you wish to bee tears of sorrow well 
up in an old man's eyes watch him as he sees a 
lot of boys “welting” an old ball out into the out- 
field, or catching a “hot one” in the infield. Many 
a man who was the hero of the college playground 
cares little about all he has lost of his hair or in 
business, until he finds he cannot catch a ball or 
make a “three-bag hit.”
